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Heber  J.  Grant

I have  a $5  Type  Two  national  bank  note  on  the  Utah  State  National 
Bank  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah  charter  number  4341.  It  is  always  nice  to 
know  a little  about  the  bank  officers  whose  signatures  appear  on  the 
notes,  and  sometimes  you  come  across  material  that  is  worthy  of 
sharing. 

The  president  for  the  Utah  State  National  Bank  was  Heber  J(eddy) 
Grant.  He  was  born  on  November  22,  1856  in  Salt  Lake  City.  His  father 
was  Jedediah  M.  Grant.  Jedediah  Grant  was  a counselor  of  Brigham 
Young.  He  also  served  as  mayor  of  Salt  Lake  City.  His  mother  was 
Rachael  Ridgeway  Ivins  Grant  and  she  was  ensconced  in  the  society  of 
the  leading  women  of  the  Latter  Day  Saints  community. 

Tragically,  Heber’s  father  died  when  he  was  only  nine  days  old.  The 
cause  was  ‘lung  disease.”  Naturally,  Heber’s  mother  became  the  main 
influence  in  his  life.  She  had  joined  the  church  when  she  was  19.  This 
was  due  to  the  fiery  missionary  that  she  had  come  in  contact  with,  one 
Jedediah  Grant.  In  fact,  she  would  become  one  of  Jedediah ’s  plural 
wives  in  1855. 

After  Mr.  Grant’s  death,  the  family  was  forced  to  move  into  a 
“widow’s  cabin.”  Mrs.  Grant  declined  Church  aid  and  supported  her 
family  with  sewing  and  taking  in  boarders. 

The  Grant’s  home  was  in  the  Thirteenth  Ward  of  Salt  Lake  City,  and 
this  was  where  Heber  began  his  ascent  in  the  church  hierarchy.  First,  it 
was  as  “block  teacher,”  and  then  at  only  the  age  of  fifteen  he  was 
ordained  to  the  office  of  seventy  in  the  priesthood.  The  next  year  saw 
him  leave  school. 

The  Thirteenth  Ward  formed  the  first  Young  Men’s  Improvement 
Association  in  1875  and  Grant  became  the  counselor  to  the  president. 
This  led  to  a busy  few  years  that  included  selling  insurance,  selling 
books,  teaching  penmanship  and  working  for  the  Deseret  National  Bank. 
This  led  directly  to  his  appointment  by  Brigham  Young  as  the  cashier  of 
the  Church-owned  Zion’s  Savings  and  Trust  Company. 

In  1882,  Grant  was  appointed  to  the  Quorum  of  Twelve  Apostles.  He 
felt  unprepared  for  the  position  and  wondered  if  his  business  acumen 
and  religion  mixed.  He  came  to  the  conclusion  that  wealth  was 
honorable  if  for  the  common  good.  Businesses  that  he  started  soon 
thereafter  were  two  insurance  companies,  the  Utah  National  Bank  of  Salt 
Lake  City,  a newspaper,  the  Salt  Lake  Theatre,  Utah  Sugar  Company  and 
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many  other  enterprises. 

Grant  had  three  wives.  He  married  Lucy  Stringham  in  1877.  She  bore 
him  six  children  and  passed  away  in  1893  after  a long  illness.  He 
married  Hulda  Augusta  Winters  on  May  26,  1884.  They  had  one  child 
together  or  none  depending  on  the  information  source.  Hulda  died  in 
1952.  On  May  27,  1884  he  married  Emily  Harris  Wells.  Emily  gave 
birth  to  five  children  before  passing  away  in  1908.  Their  last  child  was 
born  in  1899.  That  was  the  year  that  Grant  pleaded  guilty  to  cohabitation 
and  paid  a $100  fine.  This  was  the  most  common  charge  for  poligamists. 
Grant  was  the  last  LDS  president  to  practice  plural  marriage. 

The  Panic  of  1893  saw  Grant  go  to  New  York  City  to  negotiate  credit 
for  the  church  and  himself.  His  negotiating  skills  kept  the  Church  and 
himself  afloat,  but  most  of  his  personal  fortune  was  gone. 

Grant  proceeded  up  the  church  hierarchy  ladder,  as  he  opened  the 
Japanese  Mormon  mission  in  1901.  In  1903  he  also  filled  the  post  of 
head  of  the  European  Mormon  mission.  He  attained  the  presidency  of 
the  Quorum  of  the  Twelve  Apostles  in  1916  due  to  his  seniority  and  in 
1918  he  was  sustained  as  seventh  president  of  the  church.  His 
administration  would  last  for  over  26  years,  the  second  longest  in  church 
history.  He  was  the  first  LDS  president  to  be  born  in  the  west  and  the 
first  not  to  have  known  Joseph  Smith  personally. 

President  Grant  spoke  before  many  non-Mormon  groups  in  order  to 
present  the  Church  in  a more  favorable  light.  This  action  met  with  some 
success.  Another  hardship  of  his  administration  was  the  Great 
Depression.  President  Grant  had  to  trim  church  expenses  and  he  also 
started  the  Church  Welfare  Program  for  impoverished  church  members 
during  this  time.  Another  crisis  was  World  War  II,  as  it  produced  a moral 
dilemma  for  the  pacificist  Grant. 
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President  Grant’s  door  was  always  open  to  church  members  and  non- 
Mormons  alike  until  a stroke  in  1940.  This  slowed  him  down  and  he  had 
to  delegate  many  of  his  duties.  Most  of  these  duties  fell  upon  J.  Reuben 
Clark,  Jr.,  his  first  counselor.  President  Grant  died  on  May  14,  1945  in 
Salt  Lake  City. 

When  I bought  this  note  many  years  ago,  little  did  I know  the  story  it 
would  unveil.

Wendell  for  any  length  of  time.
